To difcovery of Americahas` 


not only opened a new foprce 
of wealth to the bufy and com- 
mercial part of Europe, but an 
extenfive field of fpeculation to 
the philofopher,; who would trace 
the character of man under var- 
ous degrees of refinement, and 
obferve the movements of the hu- 
iman heart, or che operations of 
the humán underftanding, when 
untutored by fcienee or untainted 
with corruption, So ftriking fee- 
med the difparity betweer che tn- 
habitants of Europe,, and the 
natives of America, that lome 
(pecualcive men have ventured 
tu affirm, that it is impoffible 
they (hould be of the fame tpecies, 
or derived from one common 
fource, This conclufien, bowe- 
ver, is extremely ill-founded, 
The characters ot mankind may 
be infinitely varied according to 
the diferent degrees of improve- 
ment, at which they are arrived, 
the manner in which they acquire 
che neceffaries of life, the farce 
of cuflom and habit, and a multi- 
plicity of other circumftances 
too particular to be mentioned, 
and too various to be reduced un- 
de? any general head, But the 
great outlines of humanity are to 
be difcuvered among them all, 
notwithitanding the various 
hades which characterife nations, 
and diftinguifh them from each 
other, 

When the thirft of gold carried 
the inhabitants of Europe beyond 
the Atlantic, they tound the in- 
habitants of the new world im- 
meried in what they reckoned 
barbarity, but which, however, 
was a ftate of bonet indepen- 
dence, aad noble fimplicity. Ex- 
cept the inhabitants of the great 
*mpires of Peru and Mexico, 
who, comparatively fpeaktng, 
were refined nations, the natives 
of America were unacquainted 
with almolt every European art; 
even agriculture itfelf, the mok 
uleful of them all," was hardly 
known, or cultivated very fpar- 
ingly, The only method on 
which they depended tor acqui- 
‘ring the neceffaries of life, was 
by hunting the wild animals, which 
their mountains and forelts fupply 
in great abundance. This exer- 
cife, which among them is a mof 
fer ous occupation, gives a ftrength 


and agility to their hmbs, un- 


known among other nations, The 
lame caule, perhaps renders their 
bodies, in general, where .the 
rays of the fun are not too violent, 


-uncommonly ftrait and well pro- 


portioned. Their mufcles are firm 
and ftrong; their bodies and 
heads Gatéith, which is the effeét 
of art ; their features arè regular, 
but their. countenance fierce, 
their hair long, black, lank, and 
‘as trong as that of a horfe.

ciety a certain fpecies of goveras 
ment, which avee che whole con- 
tinentof America prevails, wich 
exceeding little variation ; be- 
caufe over the whcle of this con- 
tinent the manners and way of 
life are nearly Gmilar and uniform. 
Without arts, riches, -or luxury, 
the great inftruments of tubjec- 
tion in polifhed focieties, an Ame- 


rican has no method by which ° 


he can render-himlelt confiderable 
among his companions, but by a 
fuperiority in perfonal qualities 
of body or mind, But as nature 
has not been very lavifh. in her 
perfonal diftinétioas, where all 
enjoy the fame education, all are 
pretty much equal,’ and will de-s 
fire. to remain fo. Liberty theres 
fore is the prevailing paffion of 
the Americans, and their governs 
ment, under the influence of this 
fentiment, is better fecured than 
by the wileit political regulations.
